THE RICSHA COOLIE IN 
_SHANGHAL —.. 


INTERESTING STATISTICS. 


To discuss the case of the ricsha coolie, 
a mecting was held in Shanghai last week 
at tho residence of Dr, J. . Farn- 
hem. Amongst those“ present. were Dr. 
A. P, Wilder (presiding), Drs. :O, von 
Schab, J. B. Fearn, H..C. Patrick, and 
CG. J. Davenport, the Revs. Timothy. 
Richard, C. E. Darwent, E, Box and J. 
M. W. Farnham, Messrs. G. Matheson, 
W.  W.. Lockwood, _C. Bain, 
McIntosh, 
senting. Dr, . Sun 
Chinese gontlemen, Dr. Fearn acted as 
Sceretary to the mecting. 

Having referred to the distress amongst 
local riesha. and wheelbarrow eoolies, the 
Chairmen called upon Mr, Matheson to 
address the meeting. : 

Mr. Matheson mentioned that thero are 
30,000 ricsha.coolies in Shanghai. Tho 
ricshas are owned by men who hire them 
out to the coolics for 89 much per day and 
what is made over the amount of the hire 

aid to the owner belongs to the coolic. 
lepairs to the ricshas are paid by the 
owners, but fines for touting and ob- 
struction havo to be paid by tho coolies, 
who, when the ricsha ig confiscated for a 
period, have to bear the loss. Tho fine 
money is usually borrowed at twenty per 
cent, interest. There are over 4,000 rub- 
ber-tyred richas with an average of two 
eoolies for each, and about 6,000 old 
rieshas with an average of threo coolics: 
each. The rubber-tyred rieshas are hirdd 
at from seventy-five to eighty cents, por. 
day and the uverage daily takings of the: 
two coolies are $1.20. “Old ricshas are 


hired at twenty to thitty cents 9day, and 
the daily takings of threo coolics. 


average fifty cents. The covlies live from 
hand to mouth, eating. whda/ they can, 
starving when from sickness, confiscation 
of ricsha or other causes, they have nono. 
When they can pay for a meal at 2 congeo 
shop they are allowed to sleop for a fow 
hours on the floor, hut failing the cash 
the coolie, with bis ricsha, keeps moving 
all night. One need not wonder, said Mr,

Matheson, at. the brevity of the lives of 
these unfortunate men, There are some of 
their haunts where for thirty cash with 
bedding, and thirteen cash without, a man 
may sleep for the night on the floor or on 
one of the tiers of shelves used for beds. 
Here the conditions aro terrible: in the 
small rooms any number from ten to fifty 
sleep, In three small, houses, which Mx. 
Matheson visited, he was informed that

PAST YEAR. 6 


. INDIAN PURCHASES AND HIGH PRICES. 


Reviewing the principal features of tho: 
Silver Market during the past year, 
Mesars, Mocatta, and Goldsmid in their 
annual circular state that the market was 
full of interest, and unusually active, the 
vange of pricey being. wider than it was 
during the two preceding years, and the 
level distinctly higher. 3

The year opened with a fairly active | Ny, 


tarket, both Indian and China buying, 
and even before the end of January. the 
Price had advanced to 26-13-16d. A good 
-deal of the Indian buying at this time 
Was speculative in anticipation of the 
Indian Government being shortly in the 
market, ‘the currency returns from Cal- 
cutta showing a sudden decrease of 2} 
crores in the stock of rupees during one 
week, ‘and this being followed by further 
diminutions, the total reserve (apart from 
ythe-gold standard: reserve) was only 19: 
*erores at the end of January a3 against 
“28 crores on the samo date in 2911. 


INDIAN AND CHINESE INFLUENCES, 

The requirements of the Indian Govern- 
ment, which depend so very: much ‘on the 
crops, and therefore on a favourable or 
unfavourable monsoon, naturally could 
not be fully measured so carly in the year, 
but the market became distinctly. bullish, 
and by the middle of February 27{d. ha 
keen reached. February, however, was a 
month of somewhat wide fluctuations, 4 
fall of 11-1¢d. occurring on the 16th, This 
fall was attributed to some profit-taking” 
sales before the Chinese New Year, an 
not as might have been thought to the 
formal abdication of the Manchu dynasty 
and the establishment. of a Republican 
Government _in China which was an 
nounced on February 12th. The change. 
of Government was, a3 a matter of fact, | 
considered a bull’ point, the question of 
large Chinese loans heing* immediately 
talked ‘of. 

During April and May the quotation 
gradually advanced to over 28d., o level 
which had not been reached during the 
last five years, and #+.was very evident 
in the market that purchases, of large 
amounts were being made, and the silver 
stored at the Bank of England, in order 
to conceal its ultimate destination. 
Suspicions, however, were raised ay to 
the identity of the purchaser as the stock 
of rupees, according to the currency re- 
turns, being now reduced to 11} crores, 
it was felt the Indian Government could 
hardiv risk further withdrawals without: 
making some provision to replace them, 
_In the meantime there were hopeful 
signs of the approaching monscon, and 
these signs were quickly fullowed by the 
actual “commencement of the rains in 
India, and the market once more seemed 
to take fresh life at rather a higher level, 
as high as 28-9-16 being quoted on June 
amd and 24th... The Chinese Loan 
negotiations, however, with the | ‘‘ Bix- 
Power Group,” which had been under 
‘consideration for some weeks, were re- 
ported not to be progressing smoothly, 
and as these loans were one of the bull 
factors in the market, the deadlock which 
‘was reported caused some uneasiness 
amongst the large holders of silver. Dur- 
ing July, on it becoming realized that 
China had definitely rejected the terms on 
which the loan was offered them hy the 
.'Six-Power Group,” some heavy profit- 
taking sales on Chinese account depressed 
the market, and with India the sole sup- 
porter, prices sagged till 27-9-16d. was 
touched carly in August. ; 

This Jast-mentioned eae (27-9-18d: ) 
proved,. however, to another turning 
point in the price fluctuations of the year, 
and early in August, on it becoming de- 
finitely realized that the large purchases 
which had given so much strength ta the 
market since last March were for the 
Indian Government, and that therefore a 
large portion of the above-mentioned 
stock was earmarked for them, there was 
aw sudden revival of orders and the price 
rushed up to 204d. by ‘the 17th of that 
month, which is higher than silver had 
been since 1907, These purchases for the 
Indian Government continued through 
August and September, and the price fur. 
ther advanced to 20-7-1Gd.; but at. this. 
comparatively high level China was 2 
fairly heavy seller, and orders were easily 
filled. . During the latter part of Septem- 
ber the Shanghai exchange became dis- 
tinctly firmer, and there wes a rather 
sharp advance in the rates,, apparently 
influenced by the issue of loans to China 
by independent financiers, both on the 
Continent and in London, outside | the 
© Six-Power Group.” Purchases of silver 
were made in connection with these loans, 
and by October 2nd the price was as high 
a3 20%d,, and remained at about that: level 
for some days. Large arrivals of 
Mexican dollars, however, prevented the 
likelihood of much further rise, and on 
this . being realized, profit-taking sales 
caused a-rapid decline, and within the 
next few days 29d. was quoted. : 

HIGHEST PRICE TOUCHED. 

During November the Indian Govern- 
ment bought silver to the extent of a fur- 
‘ther. £1,000,000 to add: to the five million 
bought earlier in the year; but-this:had J. 

little effect-on the price, which: remained 
aba lower level than it had during Octo. 
ber. The effect of: these purchases, how- 
ever, became more marked during Deoom- 
ber, the shipments, considerably reducinge| 
the visible. stocks in London and giving 
the market a healthier undertone.

RUBBER INVESTMENT. 


¢ RECENT COMPANY RESULTS. 


[Been CORTESPONDENS IN THE  TIMES.”” 

Te announcement, published. this 
morning, of an’ inercascd interim 
dividend on the shares of the Malacca 
Rubber Plantations, one of the principal 
companies engaged ‘in the Malayan : 
industry, affords an opportunity for | 
reviewing the position and prospects of | 
rubber as an investment. 

Although the price of the commodity | 
hog suffered a substantial decline since. 
the hot panting days of the boom—66 por 
cent. or more—it is difficult to deny that 
rubber, a3 6 speculative investment, has 
still points in its favour not readily 
equalled. ‘Rubber is a commodity for 
which there is a steadily ihereasing | 
domand, and the price of it, in spite of 


a large increase in production, shows a 
very remunerative margin of profit. 
Many of the rubber companies: produce 
tea as well as rubber; but. tea is not the 
counterpart of rubber, for. there is a 
world of difference in-the economic posi- 
tions of the two. he price of tea 
approximates more closely to the cost of 
production, but that of rubber is, in the 
case of well-developed ‘ companics, at 
present hundreds per cent. in excess of 
at.’ No. doubt the present disproportion 
will tend ty diminish; but for the present 
rubber comparics apparently need not 
fear much reduction in the present range 
of prices judging from the large number 
of forward cgntracts which consumers 
have thought fit to make at current 
valics. The importance of these con- 
tracts as an indication to the future lies 
in the fact that the bulk of the supplics 
are disposed. of by: private: treaty, only 
a ‘small proportion being sold at the 


". BUPPLY AND DEMAND, .~ 

At present. it is estimated ‘that more 
than onc-half.of the supply of rubber is 
consumed by the tire-making industry, 
and consequently in endeavouring to form 
some idea of the outlook for the com- 
miodity it must be borne in mind that the 
prospects of the tire-maxing trade is the 
chief determining factor. It is computed 
that in 1910 34,000 tons of rubber were 
constimed in the making of tires, that last 
year the quantity had increased to about 
40,000. tons, and that by .the end of this 
year 54,000 tons will have been required 
out of a total of about 100,000 tons. . The: 
expansion in the tire-making industry has 
been very marked during the past. few 
years, 28 these figures, indicate, thanks 
to -the growth of motoring; but .the 
demand for pleasure motor-cars as a 
luxury must ta a certain extent depend 
upon the genoral conditions of trade, 
while the quantity required by other 
rubber-using industries is largely deter- 
mined by price, Trade conditions at 
present are decidedly favourable, but” it 
is equally certain that they will become 
as decidedly unfavourable in the ordinary 
On the 
other hand, it is declared that: the con- 
sumption of rubber in industries other 
than tire-making would increase largely, |’ 
if manufacturers: could be assured of a 
low level vf. prices and absence of much 
finctuation. 


The world's production of rubber. is at’ 
present, composed. of rather more than 
one-fourth of plantation. and nearly 
three-fourths of wild rubber, but next 
year the supply of the plantation variety 
is expected to increase by some 15,000 
tons, or. between 50 and 60 per cent. The 
of this formidable’ increase, 
however, docs not dismay those acquaint- 
ed with the position. It-is freely’ pre- 
dicted that if the price of plantation
